These shipments are used for the production of ingots ^ 90^ of \dilch are 
derived from scrap and 10^ of ^Meh aro derived from pig Iron, The imports 
are handled by the Stahl- tind Elsenbandelsgesellschaft in Leipzig, Witten- 
bsrgstrasse. The Riesa plant pays DM SO per ton, plus DM 16*S0 frei^t 
charges. The pig iron comes rail from the interior of Russia to Brest- 
Iltovsk x^ere it is transferred to European gauge freight cars.

This rolled iron is unsatisfactory because 
the Hermigsdorf factory does not possess the necessary shears to smooth the 
edges of the rolled iron. In addition to this, because of tho lack of tum- 
ing machines in the plant at Hennlgsdorf, the iron can be used only for repair 
work, because, x^ien deliver^, it is not smooths,
